Number of donors increases

“We need blood, not excuses.” 

This slogan is being used by the ASB to 
promote blood drive sign-ups, which end today. 

The Los Angeles and Orange County Red 
Cross, which are sponsoring the drive, will have 
workers at RSC on Oct. 30 to draw the students’ 
blood. 

While ASB and Red Cross spokesmen have 
told students why they should give blood, they 
have not addressed the issue of how AIDS will 
affect their Blood Drive. 

Some students have expressed fear of 
contracting AIDS through blood donations. 
Others say the real worry is at the other end of the 
cycle—when donated blood is administered to 
patients. 

Asked if AIDS is causing blood drive 
donations to fall, Inter-Club Council President 
Judy Prentice said: “No, they’ve stayed pretty

steady. That’s ignorance. How can yor get 
something from a sterile needle?” 

Phil Scott, a Red Cross representative, said 
that beginning this year the Red Cross will test 
every pint of blood that passes through its 
laboratories for the AIDS antibody. 

Although the Red Cross will test every pint of 
blood, a questionnaire will be handed out as in 
the past. The questionnaire asks if the donorisin 
a high-risk AIDS group, such as homosexual or 
Haitian. 

Prentice said she expects donations of about 
100 pints but hopes for the goal of 120 pints. Last 
fall, 68 pints of blood were donated. Prentice 
said the turnout was low last fall because the flu 
affected so many students. 

Interested students can sign up at the ICC 
table located outside Johnson Center or at 
Student Activities from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. today.

Three challengers will try to unseat two 
incumbents in the Rancho Santiago 
Community College District election set for 
Nov. 5. 

The trio, Art Hoffmann, Craig Miller and 
Bea Foster, are vying in the Area 3 contest.

The other candidate seeking election to the 
board is Craig Miller. Miller, a 35-year-old 
teacher at Placentia’s Valencia High School,

Three Rancho Santiago Community College

college name change last year are up for re- 
election Nov. 5. 

Trustees Shirley Ralston, Carol Enos and 
Vernon Evans were part of the 6-1 majority 
last spring that abandoned the name “Santa 
Ana College” and replaced it with “Rancho 
Santiago College.”

The classified employees 
of the RSCCD are upset at 
the recent board decisionin 
which the employees were 
not given a wage increase, 
while the faculty was 
granted a salary, health 
and welfare increase of 8.5 
percent. 

According to the 
California School Employees 
Association (CSEA), 
RSC’s current stand is, 
“there is no. basis for 
treating classified employees 
equally.” 

According to a CSEA 
handout, “Dr. Jensen’s 
message at the Sept. 5 
Classified Development 
meeting was that the 
classified employee’s skills 
were as important a part of 
this college as those of the 
educators or administra- 
tors and that the classified 
employee should be 
respected for those skills.” 

Good job guys, no 
increase. That’s a hell of a 
lot of respect. 

Also, according to the 
CSEA handout Dr. Jensen 
said, “Serve the student to 
your particular skill...” but 
then at the CSEA 
negotiations on Sept. 30, 
Dr. Jensen stated, “...we 
are not required to pay 
accordingly.” 

I admire a man who tries 
to get as much as he canfor 
free, but I personally feel 
that Dr. Jensen and the 


board members are going 
overboard with that 
philosophy. 

The stand that CSEA is 
taking is that the classified 
employees should receive 
at least the same pay 
increase and benefit 
package as other district 
employees such as faculty 
and administrators. 

With the base pay much 
lower for classified 
employees than educators 
and administrators, the 
classified employees 8.5 
percent will be a lower 
overall sum. 

I feel that an equal wage 
and benefit increase is not 
too much to ask for, in 
regards to the classified 
employee. 

If money is the problem, 
why not cut the 8.5 percent 
increase and spread it 
around to include those 
who are of the classified 
group?
